College Condemned 


In August, 1946, SAC enjoyed 
quarters located in the present 
Buffums’ store area. Three hun- 
dred students were enrolled. When 
the college building was condemn- 
ed the school moved across the 
street and it was at this time that 
Mrs. Carter joined the staff. She 
has made every move with the col- 
lege since, watching the student 
body grow to over 2,000, the PBX 
jump from three trunk lines to the 
present five trunks and 66 exten- 
sions. 

One move of the school, in 1947, 
is probably well remembered by all 
who were involved, Mrs. Carter re- 
calls. It was when the school was 
first housed in the temporary 
buildings at our present site. Oc- 
cupancy preceded the installation 
of running water and for six weeks 
everyone had to make the trek to a 
Flower Street gas station whenever 
there was an urge for, well, say a 
drink of water. 

But humorous incidents of the 
past are only a small part of the 
rewarding memories gained from 
school service, according to Mrs. 
Carter. 


Real Thrill 

“Tt is a real thrill,’’ she said, ‘‘to 
meet former students and learn of 
the grand progress they have made 
in life. I’m in such a good spot to 
see them when they first come on 
the campus, and on their periodic 
visits to the office during their 
years here.” 

Having such an interest in 
people and their experiences serves 
Mrs. Carter in good stead in the 

erformance of her daily tasks. 
Bente Ana College has grown to 
have an enviable reputation in the 
community as the “place with the 
answers.” ;

Well, in between all of this the 
business of the school must go on 
and Mrs. Carter more than 
measures up to it. There is a lot of 
the same sort of demand for 
breadth of wisdom and memory 
from the college staff. ‘‘I’ll be over 
at the gym the rest of the after- 
noon if anyone wishes me,” says 
one. Sure, Mrs. Carter, just re- 
member where everyone is going to 
be and then you can locate them 
in a hurry. Quite a mental feat 
when you are handling hundreds of 
calls for all of the people of 
Santa Ana College in the course 
of a day. 

Do all the distractions from her 
actual assigned task bother Mrs. 
Carter? Not that one may notice. 
She soothes Willie’s mother, puts 
Botany on the bug safari, remem- 
bers to switch calls for Mr. X to 
the gym and receives the offices 
visitor with the warmth of a sin- 
cere welcome. 


Grandma, Too . 

Mrs. Carter has made an im- 
pression on Santa Ana College for 
sure.
